This responds to your faxed inquiry to OGIS, received on November 24, 2018. Your fax 
contained a series of emails, which cite a FOIA tracking number for the National Achives and 
Records Administration (NARA), NARA-NGC-2019-000041. 

It was not clear from your email string what assistance you are requesting from OGIS. However, 
we followed up with NARA regarding the case file you cited. NARA responded to your inquiry 
on October 19, 2018. In their response they stated that NARA does not have the records you seek 
in their custody, due to the fact that the records are too recent to have been transferred to the 
National Archives holdings. NARA suggested that you file your FOIA with the federal or state 
agency that may have created the documents.
